The Synod 


The first Synod of this Province was held in Oakland 15 
vears ago. Later it came to San Jose and then to Berkeley. 
This year it meets for the first time in San Francisco. We 
welcome it again to the Diocese. We are glad to have these 
representatives of the Province as our guests. We are glad 
they should come and see the progress we are making in 
building our cathedral, for we want the Province as well as 
the Diocese to feel that our effort is for the whole Church 
and that the cathedral doors will stand open for them as for 
our own community. 

We are glad, too, that they should see the new Divinity 
School and the new St. Margaret’s, for those institutions are 
not ours but theirs. They belong to the whole Province. 

The meeting is to be more important than usual in the mat- 
ters which are to come before it. In addition to the routine 
business of reports and elections and the survey of Church 
conditions in the Province there will be discussion of the 
problem of placement of the clergy, of the plans of the 
Province for taking over from the National Council the over- 
sight of the racial work, of recruiting for the ministry and 
some very important amendments to the ordinances (the 
governing law) of the Province. 

An educational conference will be held the day before 
the session opens. The Woman’s Auxiliary and the Girls’ 
Friendly Society and other organizations will meet at the 
same time as the Synod. There will be enough going on to 
attract the attention and the attendance of all our Church 
people. It is my earnest hope and prayer that the meeting 
will bring a blessing to the Diocese in renewed devotion 
and wider vision. The committee, under the leadership of 
the Archdeacon, has worked hard to perfect the plans. Let 
us all show our appreciation by supporting the members of 
it with our prayers and our enthusiastic participation. 


Last year the Council of 
A SPECIAL DIOCESAN APPEAL the Diocese authorized 

the engaging for half- 
time of a field secretary for religious education. The hope 
of the council and the Department of Education was that 
when the pledges from the parishes and missions came in for 
1930 we would find that enough increase had been obtained 
to pay this additional salary in full. 

That hope failed. Perhaps it was the stock market trouble. 
Perhaps it was that standard excuse: “These constant ap- 
peals for money just tire one out.” Perhaps it was all these 
things acting together and sadly emphasized wherever they 
touched souls without that kindled and kindling devotion 
which ought to characterize our Christian life. 

At any rate, it happened. We found ourselves with ap- 
proximately the same income as last year. We could not in- 
crease our work. 

Another trouble: The college work at Berkeley was well 
established. In addition to the local clergy and deaconesses 
we had a chaplain and through the initiative of Deaconess

Newell an assistant for work among the women. We paid 
Mr. Hirst’s salary. The United Thank Offering and St. Mar- 
garet’s paid Miss Anderson’s. The former ought to be in- 
creased. The latter was to become at least a half charge upon 
the Diocese in August of this year. No money! 

Still another need: At Stanford, four hundred and more 
students of our Church—young men and women at one of 
the most critical moments in life. The rector of the parish. 
single-handed except for the fine help of volunteers, must 
try to care for the religious interests of all this big group. 
At the moment the Diocese ought to give some financial help. 
Ultimately we must have there a chaplain. No money! 

Now it has been our policy in the Diocese to discourage 
special appeals for matters which ought to be taken care of 
by the regular income. But here is a situation in which we 
must either go backward, go into debt or appeal to the Dio- 
cese. Obviously the third course is the right one. The Council 
chose it. A letter has gone out asking the help of the Church 
Schools. Another letter will go to a group of people especial- 
ly interested in the universities or in eduction. This column 
will reach a good many others. We need about $2500. We 
have a special gift of $500 which can be used for this. We 
have already two gifts of $50 and one of $25. It is rot my 
intention to use this column constantly for appeals but here 
is a real diocesan concern. Ali our people should know 
about it. 

The eyes of the world are 
AN EXAMPLE TO CHRISTIANS fixed on India. No one 

knows what is going to 
happen there. Gandhi and his followers have acted with 
their eyes open. They know how supremely difficult it must 
be to carry through a non-violence campaign for inde- 
pendence. They know that with the best intentions in the 
world it is easy to inflame the passions of the people ard 
change peaceful disobedience to violent lawlessness. But 
they have acted. Peaceful disobedience has begun. 

The matter of such deep significance about all this to 
Christian people is the fact that Gandhi is trying a Christian 
way to reach his end. Whether that end is wisely chosen is 
not a question here. I am neither defending nor opposing the 
independence campaign. But the method of self-sacrifice, of 
devotion which while it will not turn from its path will 
nevertheless not resort to physical force but depend alto- 
gether upon the moral effect of its sacrifice, is the method of 
the Cross. Christian people have never dared since the first 
centuries to adopt such a method. It remains for a Hindu, an 
admirer of our Lord but not a disciple, to risk great things 
on his faith in moral power. It is worth noting, too, that his 
power (and today he is individually the most powerful man 
living) is moral power only. Hundreds of mililons listen for 
his word; he has no wealth, no office, no army, no prestige. 
They accept him simply because he is great in sacrifice and 
moral idealism. 

One thanks God that the naval conference has at least 
stopped competition in building. It has substituted a strange 
kind of co-operation, it is true, but it is co-operation as far 
as it goes. Yet what a spectacle it is to see five powers, four 
of which are called Christian, each having signed a pact re- 
nouncing war and then each afraid to act on it unless all the 
others will do it by rule and at the same time. A burst of 
idealism; then a drop to practical politics. That is the way 
of the world and we are grateful for every step forward. 
But what would happen to the world and to war if some 
Christian nation were led so nobly and so Christianly that in 
were ready ot take a chance, to risk on its faith in mora) 
power, to follow the Hindu saint and thus to prove itself 
worthy of the Lord Christ?—E. L. P.

The Synod 


The first Synod of this Province was held in Oakland 15 
years ago. Later it came to San Jose and then to Berkeley. 
This year it meets for the first time in San Francisco. We 
welcome it again to the Diocese. We are glad to have these 
representatives of the Province as our guests. We are glad 
they should come and see the progress we are making in 
building our cathedral, for we want the Province as well as 
the Diocese to feel that our effort is for the whole Church 
and that the cathedral doors will stand open for them as for 
our own community. 

We are glad, too, that they should see the new Divinity 
School and the new St. Margaret’s, for those institutions are 
not ours but theirs. They belong to the whole Province. 

The meeting is to be more important than usual in the mat- 
ters which are to come before it. In addition to the routine 
business of reports and elections and the survey of Church 
conditions in the Province there will be discussion of the 
problem of placement of the clergy, of the plans of the 
Province for taking over from the National Council the over- 
sight of the racial work, of recruiting for the ministry and 
some very important amendments to the ordinances (the 
governing law) of the Province. 

An educational conference will be held the day before 
the session opens. The Woman’s Auxiliary and the Girls’ 
Friendly Society and other organizations will meet at the 
same time as the Synod. There will be enough going on to 
attract the attention and the attendance of all our Church 
people. It is my earnest hope and prayer that the meeting 
will bring a blessing to the Diocese in renewed devotion 
and wider vision. The committee, under the leadership of 
the Archdeacon, has worked hard to perfect the plans. Let 
us all show our appreciation by supporting the members of 
it with our prayers and our enthusiastic participation.

Last year the Council of 
A SPECIAL DIOCESAN APPEAL the Diocese authorized 

the engaging for half- 
time of a field secretary for religious education. The hope 
of the council and the Department of Education was that 
when the pledges from the parishes and missions came in for 
1930 we would find that enough increase had been obtained 
to pay this additional salary in full. 

That hope failed. Perhaps it was the stock market trouble. 
Perhaps it was that standard excuse: “These constant ap- 
peals for money just tire one out.” Perhaps it was all these 
things acting together and sadly emphasized wherever they 
touched souls without that kindled and kindling devotion 
which ought to characterize our Christian life. 

At any rate, it happened. We found ourselves with ap- 
proximately the same income as last year. We could not in- 
crease our work. 

Another trouble: The college work at Berkeley was well 
established. In addition to the local clergy and deaconesses 
we had a chaplain and through the initiative of Deaconess 


Newell an assistant for work among the women. We paid 
Mr. Hirst’s salary. The United Thank Offering and St. Mar- 
garet’s paid Miss Anderson’s. The former ought to be in- 
creased. The latter was to become at least a half charge upon 
the Diocese in August of this year. No money! 

Still another need: At Stanford, four hundred and more 
students of our Church—young men and women at one of 
the most critical moments in life. The rector of the parish. 
single-handed except for the fine help of volunteers, must 
try to care for the religious interests of all this big group. 
At the moment the Diocese ought to give some financial help. 
Ultimately we must have there a chaplain. No money! 

Now it has been our policy in the Diocese to discourage 
special appeals for matters which ought to be taken care of 
by the regular income. But here is a situation in which we 
must either go backward, go into debt or appeal to the Dio- 
cese. Obviously the third course is the right one. The Council 
chose it. A letter has gone out asking the help of the Church 
Schools. Another letter will go to a group of people especial- 
ly interested in the universities or in eduction. This column 
will reach a good many others. We need about $2500. We 
have a special gift of $500 which can be used for this. We 
have already two gifts of $50 and one of $25. It is rot my 
intention to use this column constantly for appeals but here 
is a real diocesan concern. All our people should know 
about it. 

The eyes of the world are 
AN EXAMPLE TO CHRISTIANS fixed on India. No one 

knows what is going to 
happen there. Gandhi and his followers have acted with 
their eyes open. They know how supremely difficult it must 
be to carry through a non-violence campaign for inde- 
pendence. They know that with the best intentions in the 
world it is easy to inflame the passions of the people and 
change peaceful disobedience to violent lawlessness. But 
they have acted. Peaceful disobedience has begun. 

The matter of such deep significance about all this to 
Christian people is the fact that Gandhi is trying a Christian 
way to reach his end. Whether that end is wisely chosen is 
not a question here. I am neither defending nor opposing the 
independence campaign. But the method of self-sacrifice, of 
devotion which while it will not turn from its path will 
nevertheless not resort to physical force but depend alto- 
gether upon the moral effect of its sacrifice, is the method of 
the Cross. Christian people have never dared since the first 
centuries to adopt such a method. It remains for a Hindu, an 
admirer of our Lord but not a disciple, to risk great things 
on his faith in moral power. It is worth noting, too, that his 
power (and today he is individually the most powerful man 
living) is moral power only. Hundreds of mililons listen for 
his word; he has no wealth, no office, no army, no prestige. 
They accept him simply because he is great in sacrifice and 
moral idealism. 

Qne thanks God that the naval conference has at least 
stopped competition in building. It has substituted a strange 
kind of co-operation, it is true, but it is co-operation as far 
as it goes. Yet what a spectacle it is to see five powers, four 
of which are called Christian, each having signed a pact re- 
nouncing war and then each afraid to act on it unless all the 
others will do it by rule and at the same time. A burst of 
idealism; then a drop to practical politics. That is the way 
of the world and we are grateful for every step forward. 
But what would happen to the world and to war if some 
Christian nation were led so nobly and so Christianly that in 
were ready ot take a chance, to risk on its faith in mora} 
power, to follow the Hindu saint and thus to prove itself 
worthy of the Lord Christ?—E. L. P.

Dean Gresham’s Twentieth Anniversary 


When Dean Gresham came to Grace Cathedral twenty 
years ago—April 17, 1910—the cathedral was much more a 
vision than it was a reality. The congregation was worship- 
ing in old Grace Chapel, thrown up hastily after the fire 
four years before, and the cathedral project was represented 
physically by a magnificent site and a cornerstone. 

Then came construction of the crypt, which was com- 
pleted and ready for worship in January, 1914. Four years 
had seen much progress and but for the outbreak of the 
World War doubtless that progress would have continued. 
As it was, the cathedral grew spiritually year by year even 
though construction was at a standstill. It became a cathe- 
dral in fact as well as in theory. 

The war ended and then came a period of readjustment. 
Eventually the cathedral project was revived. It won gener- 
ous support. Construction was started anew. Now Grace 
Cathedral is far along the road to reality—so far along, in 
fact, that it is hard to conceive of the project being allowed 
to stop short of completion. 

Of Dean Gresham’s part in all this progress it is difficult 
to speak adequately. Suffice to say that when his twentieth 
anniversary was being celebrated, just after Easter, he was 
the recipient of a host of tributes from friends everywhere. 
He was an honor guest at luncheons of the cathedral com- 
pletion committee and of the Churchmen’s Round Table. He 
and Mrs. Gresham were given a reception by Bishop and Mrs. 
Parsons to which the clergy of the Diocese were invited, and 
on the morning of April 23 there was an impressive service 
of Holy Communion in the crypt, with the dean as cele- 
brant, at which the Bishop spoke on the significance of the 
occasion. 

A resolution presented by Mr. William H. Crocker at the 
meeting of the completion committee probably expresses the 
thought of all. It said: 

“WuHereas, The Very Rev. J. Wilmer Gresham, D. D., has 


standing of the value of the printed word in extending the 
gospel and furthering the Church of Jesus Christ. In days 
when the paper was in financial straits the dean gave most 
generously in helping it to carry on. Again and again Bishop 
Nichols expressed his deep gratitude for the faithful services 
of the dean on behalf of The Pacific Churchman. 

We unite—with all those who have expressed their deep 
appreciation of the sincere, devoted character of the dean 
and his large and constructive work in the religious life of 
San Francisco and the Diocese—in wishing the dean and 
Mrs. Gresham many, many years of continued happiness and 
opportunity for noble and consecrated service in behalf of 
the Master.—B. D. W.

The president of the Round Table, Mr. A. M. Beckett, in- 
troduced Mr. Sidney Van Wyck as toastmaster for the occa- 
sion. Mr. Van Wyck presided with his characteristic suavity, 
wit and wisdom. 


Dean Gresham was called upon and replied to Mr. Van 
Wyck’s warm tribute to the splendid character and the out- 
standing work of the dean of Grace Cathedral. The dean 
made a modest address in which he emphasized the purpose 
of the Cathedral to become the symbol and expression of the 
corporate life of the Diocese.

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Sunday School Rally at Grace Cathedral

The committee appointed by the Archdeacon, who was 
chairman of the Sunday School Rally, was composed of Rev. 
Mssrs. Gillmor and Hulsewe and Father Otis—with Mr. El- 
liott Smith acting as secretary. 

The service was held at Grace Cathedral, Saturday after- 
noon, April 26, at 2:30. The success of this venture is assured 
for, beside the Bishop and fifteen or twenty clergymen at- 
tending, 450 children, parents and teachers made up the con- 
gregation. An inspiring sermon, directed particularly to the 
children, was given by Rev. Mr. Gardner of Burlingame. The 
eight awards, accompanied by a like number of beautifully- 
printed shields, were given to the winners. 

St. Francis Church, augmented by Grace Cathedral, sup- 
plied a vested choir of twenty boys. Mrs. Hulsewe, wife of 
the rector of that church, had a number of girl scouts in uni- 
form, trained to usher. The singing was most inspiring and 
just before the benediction the Bishop spoke to the children 
and complimented them on such a fine service, even though 
the using of Saturday afternoon was an innovation. 

It seemed to be the consensus of opinion of clergy and 
laity that the rally had come to stay and would be an in- 
creasing success for special unity throughout the Convoca- 
tion of San Francisco. 

The winning essay—“My Lenten Mite Box’—was written 
by Elizabeth Keckhofel of the Church of St. John the Evan- 
gelist, San Francisco, and was as follows: 


“During the season of Lent in Sunday School each morn- 
ing we had a story of a few foreign countries. Our minister, 
on the first morning we got our mite boxes, said that every 
Sunday morning until Palm Sunday he would tell us a story 
of a foreign country. My, but the stories were interesting! 
It just shows how much better off we are than other coun- 
tries. The stories were about the Philippine Islands, China, 
Japan, Porto Rico and the United States. All of the stories 
were of children who had to work in the fields or at home 
instead of going to school and Sunday School. So we are 
sending our mite boxes to help them and we hope these of- 
ferings help the children a great deal in learning about God 
and Jesus of whom they would know nothing unless we tried 
to help them with all the pennies that we can earn during 
the Lenten season. Then they can have missionaries and 
books sent to their countries and learn, like us, about their 
heavenly Father. The way I earn my money to put in the 
mite box. I enjoy earning money to put in my mite box all 
friends come to visit us they put in most of their pennies. Ii 
I get a dime I put half of it in my mite box and ‘keep the 
other half. I always put half of all the money I get in my 
mite box. I enjoy earning money to put in the mite box all 
the time because I know it will go to some good cause and 
help other children in foreign countries and make them 
happy. It helps them to be able to go to school and to go to 
church to learn about Jesus. I don’t like to put money which 
| have not earned in my mite box.”

Among the organizations for young men in the Diocese 
none is finer than the group of Brotherhood of St. Andrew 
men at the Church of the Incarnation, San Francisco. It has 
an enrollment of fourteen active and eight associate mem- 
bers. They are loyally helping their rector, the Rev. David 
Todd Gillmor, in upbuilding their church and their activities 
include lay reading, singing in the choir, ushering, Church 
School teaching, helping occasionally at the Chinese mis- 
sion, taking a monthly service at the Relief Home. The Arch- 
ileacon visited the parish early in Lent and noted on every 
side the evidences of the excellent work being done by the 
rector and his fine family. 

St. Francis Church, San Francisco, has just succeeded in 
raising more than $20,000 for the erection of the second 
unit of its plant. The parish has had a thrilling and romantic 


growth. Organized as a mission in 1927 it is fast becoming 
one of our stronger parishes. Its Chuch School has an enroll- 
ment of 425 pupils and these tax the capacity of the present 
beautiful parish house to overflowing. Expansion is a neces- 
sity, for parish and community organizations are greatly 
handicapped by lack of space and proper facilities. The Rev. 
Carel Hulsewe deserves high praise and commendation for 
his fine constructive work and spiritual leadership. 


Fulfilling his obligation as one of the “Seventy” to conduct 
a two weeks’ preaching mission, the Archdeacon spent the 
later part of March at Trinity Cathedral, Phoenix, Arizona. 
The State of Arizona has a wonderful future and is destined 
to be a second California. Increasingly large number of tour- 
ists from all parts of the country spend the winter in Phoe- 
nix and among them is a good percentage of representative 
Church people. Many first-class hotels have been built during 
the past few years and large tracts of desert land have been 
converted into prosperous citrus orchards raising grapefruil 
that is unsurpassed. Bishop Mitchell is accomplishing a fine 
piece of work and has gained the love and esteem of the peo- 
ple of Arizona. Trinity Cathedral, Phoenix, is a beautiful! 
structure in mission style of architecture, holding between 
500 and 600 people. It has a Church School with an enrol!- 
ment of more than 600 children, together with a staff of 60 
teachers. The average attendance is over 400. The Very Rev. 
E. S. Lane is the dean and under his efficient guidance Trin- 
ity Cathedral is making a real contribution to the life of the 
community. He is an indefatigable worker, a fine adminis- 
trator and a good preacher. For inspiration he has a lovely 
family consisting of a charming wife and three dear young 
daughters, the Misses Betty, Mary and Mildred. The mission 
had been carefully planned and received the hearty co-opera- 
tion of the people of Phoenix. The Archdeacon preached 
twice on Sundays in addition to addressing the children of 
the Church School. Daily evening services were held, with 
addresses and answering of questions. Talks were also given 
to a number of service clubs of the town, to the students of 
the junior college and to the patients at St. Luke’s sanitarium 
and to the congregation of St. Andrew’s Mission, Phoenix. 
The Archdeacon will never forget the gracious hospitality 
and kindness of the people. In Phoenix is located also St. 
Luke’s sanitarium for people suffering from tuberculosis. It 
is under the supervision of the Rev. Bertrand R. Cocks, who 
has done a notable work in building up this remarkable in- 
stitution. Patients come from far and wide and many won- 
derful cures have been effected. During the four warm sum- 
mer months the staff and patients move to a branch institu- 
tion among the pines of Prescott. Mr. Cocks has a great in- 
fluence throughout Arizona and is spoken of as the best- 
loved man in Phoenix. He and his wife are well known in 
California. He is an alumnus of our Church Divinity School 
of the Pacific and as a student worked in the Salinas Valley, 
where he is still affectionately remembered. He built the 
vicarage at Paso Robles. Our school can feel honored in hav- 
ing him as one of her sons. St. Luke’s is one of the out- 
standing pieces of work of our Church in America. It is ac- 
complishing a remarkable work for the relief of sufferers 
from the “great white plague.” 

On Sunday afternoon, April 13, a beautifully-toned new 
organ was dedicated at St. Clement’s Church, Berkeley, of 
which the Rev. Lindley H. Miller is rector. The dedication 
was followed by an organ recital by Prof. William J. Kraft, 
Mus. B., F. A. G. O., which was thoroughly enjoyed by all. 
The acquisition of the organ is but another evidence of the 
excellent work being done under Mr. Miller’s leadership. 


The following item is several months late but it has jus! 
come to the Archdeacon’s attention. It is so good that we 
pass it on. Last Christmas the vicar of St. Stephen’s, Gilroy 
—the Rev. Sydney Thomas—found on the alms basin an 
envelope with $200 in bills and the following note: “En- 
closed please find Christmas gift for little red church on the 
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corner. Signed—Hobo Jack.” Who “Hobo Jack” is has not 
been discovered but we hope some day we may have the 
privilege of meeting him. 

The Archdeacon spent Easter in the Salinas Valley. He 
gave a celebration of the Holy Eucharist at our new mission 
at Atascadero. The service was well attended and the people 
are planning to have a building of their own in the near fu- 
ture. A Sunday School has been started and meets every 
Sunday in the sun porch of the residence of Mrs. M. M. Wil- 
sey, formerly of Trinity, San Jose. After the service the 
Archdeacon baptised Ebbet Campbell Lynch, the first person 
to be baptised since the work was started. The Rev. Theo- 
dore Bell of San Luis Obispo is shepherding the work and 
is giving a morning service every alternate Sunday at 9:00 
o'clock. His ministrations are deeply appreciated. After the 
service at Atascadero a visit was paid to St. James, Paso 
Robles, where the Rev. Charles L. Thackeray had a largely- 
attended service with people from all his mission stations. A 
delicious luncheon was served at the parish house. Then, 
through the kindness of Mr. N. T. Winter of Atascadero, the 
Archdeacon was driven to King City, where he conducted 
a service at St. Mark’s Mission at 4:30 o'clock. The little 
building was filled and the augmented choir sang beautifully 
the hymns of praise. 

On Easter Monday the customary service was held at Iona 
Churchyard, Cypress Lawn Cemetery. The Rev. W. W. Bours, 
the Bishop’s chaplain, was the celebrant and the Archdeacon 
preached. The offering went toward the purchase price of 
the Church plot in Iona Churchyard. The entire Diocese is 
indebted to Mr. Bours for arranging the services on Easter 
Monday and on All Saints’ Day each year at Iona. The people 
who attend find great comfort and consolation. 


From all parts of the Diocese come reports of record- 
breaking Easter attendances at our parish churches and mis- 
sion stations. May it result in a real resurrection in the spir- 
itual life of the Church and manifest itself in greater devo- 
tion and zeal in the Master’s cause.

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April was an eventful month at the cathedral, in ways 
both spiritual and material. Culminating with the Easter 
services, when 5000 persons are estimated to have worshiped 
at the cathedral during the day, the crypt was the scene of 
many Lenten and Holy Week devotions. The month was 
also one during which striking progress was made in erecl- 
ing the steel frame of the new section of the cathedral, 
which now stands complete in outline against the sky. The 
great steel skeleton is tremendously impressive and no doubt 
can now remain that this is to be a cathedral of truly noble 
proportions, an edifice whose sheer dimensions will seize 
the imagination and elevate the spirit as no lesser structure 
could do. 

To see the throngs who sought admittance to the crypt on 
Good Friday and Easter created an impelling desire to be 
present when eventually the cathedral has been finished and 
some great religious event is being celebrated. The sight of 
thousands of men and women gathered together to worship, 
always impressive whatever the setting, will be indeed soul- 
stirring in a cathedral that expresses man’s highest aspira- 
tions in terms of architecture and the allied arts. 

Twenty-five hundred attended the 11:00 o’clock Easter 
services and enough more were turned away to have brought 
the number nearly up to the estimated 3200 seating capacity 
of the completed cathedral. Two thousand came to the three- 
hour devotions on Good Friday. It is undoubtedly true that 
many of those who came to the cathedral on Easter were 
making their annual visit to church but in that very circum- 
stance is a challenge and an opportunity. One of the great 
functions of a cathedral is to reach the multitude of the 
unchurched and the more who are attracted to its services 
the more will have their interest in spiritual things renewed. 


Six hundred members of California, Golden Gate and San 
Francisco Commanderies, Knights Templar, attended the 
Easter vespers, presenting a colorful sight as they marched 
up California street from the Fairmont Hotel and entered the 


crypt.

Every night during Holy Week the stained glass windows 
of the Chapel of Grace were illuminated from within by 
powerful floodlights, so that their beauty might be visible to 
passersby. The effect was wonderful and hundreds stopped 
to view the windows. The chapel was opened to the public 
for the first time on Easter, in accordance with the gracious 
wish of the giver, and many persons took the opportunity 
to inspect it. The interior is finished except for furnshings 
und the organ is being installed. 


Members of the cathedral completion committee were 
guests at a luncheon given by S. Waldo Coleman, chairman, 
on April 22. In recognition of his twentieth anniversary as 
dean of the cathedral, the Very Rev. J. Wilmer Gresham was 
an honor guest and received the felicitations of the group. 
After the luncheon the committee adjourned to the cathe- 
dral site to view the chapel and inspect recent construction. 


Horace B. Clifton has been appointed acting chairman of 
the finance committee of the cathedral building fund organ- 
ization, pending the complete recovery of Atholl McBean 
from a serious illness. Mr. Clifton has been chairman of the 
publicity committee for the past two years and his vigor and 
enthusiasm are expected to prove invaluable in the new 
post. 


Che Pacific Churchman 


The north transept of the cathedral has been designated 
as a memorial to the late Ogden Mills, prominent Episcopal 
layman whose generous bequest of $250,000 has meant so 
much to the cathedral project, it is announced by the com- 
mittee on memorials. The south transept is a memorial to 
Bishop Kip. There will be other smaller memorials within 
both transepts but structurally they will honor the memo- 
ries of the two named. 

Mr. and Mrs. W. B. Bourn have given $25,000 for the rose 
window of the north transept as a memorial to their parents, 
it is anonunced. The lancet windows in the transept are the 
gift of Mrs. Whitelaw Reid, in memory of her brother, the 
late Ogden Mills, a gift of $15,000 for that purpose having 
been made recently by her. Both Mr. and Mrs. Bourn and 
Mrs. Reid had previously given $25,000 to the general build- 
ing fund. 

Gifts for the Lydia Paige Monteagle memorial continue to 
arrive and the total of the fund is now $44,505. A “Book of 
the Givers,” to contain the names of all who have given to 
the memorial, is in preparation and will be presented to Mr. 
Monteagle by the committee. 


How Many Women in the Diocese?

Dwelling for a few 
moments on what is meant by the peace-makers, their humil- 
ity and glory, the great need for them in our present world 
with its antagonisms and prejudices, there was scarcely a 
transition to the thought of the pure in heart and their vision 
of God as growing up in their souls through the contempla- 
tion of the great beauty of nature first, then the glory of spir- 
itual beauty as they serve their fellow men.

The insurance offered by this Corporation is issued at 
net rates. Annual refunds have also been paid to policy- 
holders, thus reducing the cost still further. Those 
eligible are clergymen and their families and lay workers 
and their families.
